Meeting with Bar Hill Developments Ltd. ¥ 


Below is a report on the meeting between Rodney Dale (BHRA Chairman 
and AIM Group Personnel Manager) and Messrs. Dear, Major and Mitchell 
(Bar Hill Developments Ltd.), at Cambridge Consultants Ltd. on 6th June. 


In addition to the points covered by Mr. V.C. Matthews in his recent 
letter to residents, the following matters were raised by Mr. Dear: 


(1) It has been agreed that the new developers have taken over all 
outstanding work from the previous developers. 


(2) The Church Land has been given for the building of the Church, 
provided that this is begun within two years. 
The Clinic Agreement has been reached between the developers and 
the County Council. 
The Henover Housing Society has designed some small units for old 
people, and land has been made available to them, on preferential 
terms, behind the telephone exchange. 


(3) The Trust must be self-supporting. 


(4) The developers have received reports of children attacking trees and 

uprooting bulbs, and suggest that parents should be asked to take the 
necessary steps to prevent this. It is also requested that rubbish, 
particularly garden refuse, should not be dumped. 


(5) Suggestions were invited, as to where the new higher -priced houses 
should be sited. 


Rodney Dale then raised the following points: 


(6) The provision of a flyover is a matter of urgency. There has already 
been one serious accident at the junction with the A604, and several 

near-misses. The entry to the Village from the Huntingdon direction is 

furthermore a negative sales point which has been remarked upon. 


(7) Some of the footpaths are deteriorating. Mr. Dear replied that all 
maintenance and completion of paths will be carried out in one effort. 


(8) Tree-planting: Mr. Dear remarked that many dead trees have been 

.replaced, but realised that this has still to be completed by the 
developers. If the BHRA approaches the Civic Trust, the Trust will give 
trees for new sites, which can be planted by residents in agreement with 
the developers. 


(9) Flagpoles: these have attracted adverse comment, and residents feel 
almost embarrassed by them. Mr. Dear replied that the developers 
are trying to keep the flags in good condition. 


(10) Residents will be glad of the information received from the new 
developers. It is realised that the developers have had a difficult 
time during the changeover, but people are beginning to feel that information 

and action should now be forthcoming. 


At a subsequent meeting of the Committee of the Residents Association, 
the following comments were added: 


On (6): while it is realised that the A604 comes under the Ministry 
of Transport, white lines applied in a fashion similar to those at the 
Fenstanton by-pass would be very helpful; it is essential to ensure that 
cars are not overtaking in the centre lane at the point where stationary 
vehicles are waiting to enter Bar Hill. It will be some time before the 
flyover is started, let alone complete, and it would be unforgivable to wait 
for another accident before going into the comparatively trifling matter of 
warning traific of the junction. 


On (7), the.Committee asked who employs the gardeners/maintenance men, 
and what channels of instruction exist, if residents notice something which 
needs to be done. 


In general, the Committee wish to say that they are very glad to have 
Mr. Dear's comments, and would like to do more to help improve the appearance 
of the Village. They look forward to more information: Mr. Matthews' letter 
is a start, but the Committee would like the opportunity of seeing plans for 
the Village, the flyover, the site of the office block, the pub, the filling 
station and the-new houses. If copies of such plans could be made available, 
the Committee would be most grateful.

The Parish Council met on wednesday, 25th June: 


(1) The Council re-appointed Mr. E. Lancaster and Mr. T. G. Barnes 
as School Managers until 1970. 


(2) Bar Hill Developments have agreed to move the existing notice board 
to the area of the shops, and to provide a second board for the use of 
the Parish Council. 


(3) Photographs of footpaths in the Village, and of the play area in 
Phase 2, all of which require completion, have been sent to Bar Hill 
Developments, so that they will know what needs to be done. 


(4) Action is being taken to improve the surface of the bridle path to 
Dry Drayton while the weather is good. 


(5) At the next meeting, on Wednesday, 23rd July at the School, Mr. Palmer, 

ex-Clerk to Girton Parish Council, and Mr. Martindale, secretary of the 
Community Council, will be advising the Parish Council on the most effective 
use of its powers.
